Remembrance  Day 
Lest  We  Forget 
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Cdf.  Lt.  Col.  Matthew  Townsend,  Rupert  Ray,  George  Bedard,  Capt.  Alan  Jackson,  Col.  Fred 
Tilston  and  Cdt.  Major  Michael  Brewer. 


In  a  hushed,  reverent  Chapel, 
David  Timms'  words  held  the 
entire  school  captive.  The  reality 
that  many  Andreans  who  made 
the  ultimate  sacrifice  were  boys 
the  same  age  as  many  of  our 
Grade  13's  slowly  sank  in.  David 
pointed  out  that  the  chapel  was 
given  anonymously  to  honour  our 
war  dead.  He  told  the  boys  about 
the  ensign  donated  by  a  bereaved 
father,  the  cap  badge  found  in  no 
man's  land,  and  the  plaques  which 
list  the  99  Andreans  killed  in 
World  War  I,  and  the  45  from 
World  War  II. 

In  all,  1247  Andreans  served  in 
the  two  conflicts  and  179  were 
recipients  of  various  honours.  In 


the  First  War  58  Old  Boys  received 
the  Military  Cross,  and  in  the 
Second  War,  six  received  the 
Distinguished  Flying  Cross. 

David  introduced  the  boys  to 
George  Bedard,  a  veteran  of  the 
First  War,  who  served  overseas 
from  1915-1918  and  was  severely 
wounded  in  France  in  October 
1918,  and  from  the  Second  War, 
Col.  Fred  Tilston,  one  of  Canada's 
few  remaining  recipients  of  the 
Victoria  Cross,  the  highest  award 
for  bravery  awarded  in  the  British 
Commonwealth. 

The  choir  sang,  and  after  a 
moment's  silence,  student  David 
Bradfield  played  the  last  post. 

On  this  grey  day,  in  their  scarlet 


tunics,  Cadet  Lt.  Col.  Matthew 
Townsend  read  the  names  of 
some  of  the  Old  Boys  who  fell  in 
the  Second  War  and  Cadet  Maj. 
Michael  Brewer  read  names  from 
the  First  War. 

In  the  fast  paced  life  of  the 
School,  with  classes  and  sports 
and  trips  and  cadets  and  plays  and 

debates  and  clubs it  was  a 

moment  frozen  in  time.  Over  four 
hundred  boys  who  will  soon  be 
Old  Boys  paid  their  respects  to 
144  who  defended  their  freedom, 
defended  their  country,  defended 
their  school,  and  died  doing  it.

T.  George  Armstrong  attended  the 
school  from  1926-1933  and  served  for 
many  years  on  our  Board  of  Governors.

The  bars  won  by  George  Armstrong 
were  awarded  on  the  old  system, 
whereby  only  outstanding  athletes 
loere  honoured.  Therefore,  it  was  quite 
an  accomplishment  to  win  two  first 
team  football  bars.  His  record  in 
hockey  of  having  won  a  colour  on 
every  single  team  on  which  he  played, 
was  also  exceptional. 

The  crests  distinguished  the  Lower 
School  by  using  L.S.  around  or  near 
the  S.A.C.  letters.

Sports  Awards  assemblies  are  held 
each  term  to  honour  the  athletes  of  the 
school.  Each  member  of  a  representa- 
tive team  is  awarded  a  bar  for  his 
participation  on  the  team. 

Special  awards  are  made  for  M.I.P. 
(most  improved  player)  and  M.V.P. 
(most  valuable  player). 

The  Athletic  "A  "  is  still  the  top 
athletic  award.  In  the  past,  it  was 
awarded  only  to  boys  winning  a  first 
team  colour  on  three  first  teams  in  one 
year.  As  a  result  it  was  a  most  difficult 
accomplishment! 

It  is  still  the  very  rare  athlete  who 
is  awarded  his  "A  ".  Based  on  a  point 
system,  the  "A  "  is  awarded  to  a 
career  athlete  who  accumulates  points 
based  on  participation  at  the  first  team 
level,  in  a  number  of  disciplines.

Reminiscences  -  Part  1 
J.L.  Wright 


The  glory  of  the  Independent  School 
lies  in  its  differences  which  emerge 
from  everything  that  the  School  has 
ever  been.  It  reflects  the  national 
struggles  of  each  decade  and  the  per- 
sonalities of  dedicated  Masters  and 
students.  It  reflects  the  generous  atti- 
tudes and  thoughtfulness  of  its  Old 
Boys  and  parents.  The  desire  to  be  of 
service  to  your  old  school,  this  family 
love,  is  surely  what  Independent 
education  is  all  about.  As  I  review 
some  of  the  highlights  of  the  early 
years,  I  think  of  the  word  "memories". 
How  thin  and  hollow  this  life  would 
be  if  we  lost  our  sense  and  power  of 
memory.  Statements  such  as  "will  you 
ever  forget"  or  "do  you  remember  the 
time  that"  must  spring  to  mind  as 
you  read  these  reminiscences. 

In  September  1938,  Mr.  Wright 
and  Mr.  Tottenham  arrived  at 
S.A.C.  Mr.  Tudball  welcomed  them 
with  this  statement,  "You  boys 
have  arrived  a  day  too  early.  New 
boys  are  not  expected  until 
tomorrow.  You  will  have  to  get  rid 
of  your  Packard.  Boys  are  not 
allowed  to  have  cars  on  the 
property!"  I  was  stunned  when  I 
was  shown  to  my  room.  I  had 
never  seen  such  a  small  toilet. 
Upon  investigation  I  was  told  that 
when  the  new  buildings  were 
being  erected  an  order  mix-up 
had  occurred.  St.  Andrew's  re- 
ceived the  bathroom  hardware 
destined  for  the  Junior  School  at 
Havergal  College.  They  received 
the  St.  Andrew's  order. 

The  Cadet  Corps  in  1938  con- 
sisted of  two  Platoons.  Archibald 
was  chosen  Captain.  The  Pipe 
Band  consisted  of  4  pipers,  6 
drummers  and  1  bugler.  Daily 
chapel  was  held  in  the  Assembly 
Hall.  The  school  could  not  afford 
to  heat  the  chapel  daily.  However, 
Sunday  evening  services  were 
held  there.  On  Sunday  mornings 


the  whole  school  consisting  of 
approximately  100  boys  walked  to 
churches  in  Aurora.  Those  winter 
hikes  proved  to  be  a  challenge. 

Dr.  Percy  J.  Robinson,  Classics 
Master,  was  noted  for  his  excel- 
lently trained  Latin  students.  There 
were  exceptions  periodically. 
Macintosh,  an  Upper  VI  student 
translated  "Pax  in  Bello"  as  "free- 
dom from  indigestion".  Mr.  Ernest 
Fleming,  Mathematics  Master,  had 
no  use  for  modern  blackboard 
equipment.  He  never  used  those 
large  compasses.  He  always  carried 
a  piece  of  chalk  tied  to  a  length  of 
string  to  draw  circles  and  bisect 
angles.  At  the  start  of  each  class 
he  would  print  on  the  blackboard 
—  THINK. 

The  Lower  School  welcomed  a 
new  Housemaster  -  Mr.  Geoff 
O'Brian.  The  House  contained  46 
boarders  and  2  day  boys.  Mr.  Ives, 
and  Mr.  Macrae  took  duties, 
coached  all  teams  and  taught  8 
periods  daily.  Meals  were  eaten  in 


the  Upper  School  dining  room. 
The  walk  over  to  the  dining  room 
in  the  Upper  School  on  those  cold 
winter  mornings  helped  to  form 
Scottish  character. 

In  the  Christmas  Term,  1938, 
St.  Andrew's  completed  40  years 
of  operation.  Mr.  O'Brian  left 
Macdonald  House  to  accept  an 
appointment  as  Squadron  Leader 
in  the  R.C.A.F.  He  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  Millward. 

1939  will  be  remembered  as  the 
year  the  Saints  won  the  Little  Big 
Four  Football  Championship. 
Pepper  Martin  led  his  team  to 
victory  over  B.R.C.  10-0  and  T.C.S. 
64-0.  Williams,  who  later  starred 
with  the  Varsity  Blues  and  Argo- 
nauts, anchored  the  line.  During 
the  war  he  was  cited  for  bravery 
in  the  Canadian  Navy.  Bobby 
Porter,  ex  Balmy  Beach  star  was 
the  coach.  There  was  no  platoon 
system  in  those  days.  You  had  to 
break  an  arm  before  you  got  any 
substitute  relief  The  team  averaged 
200  lbs. 

In  1940  the  Campbell  Houses 
were  built  at  a  cost  of  $12,500 
donated  in  large  measure  by  a 
Board  member,  Mr.  Graham 
Campbell.  Music  began  to  play  a 
larger  part  in  the  daily  routine 
under  the  late  Dr.  David  Ouchter- 
lony,  who  said,  "Music  is  some- 
thing without  which  man  can  live, 
but  not  as  well".  An  orchestra  was 
formed,  as  was  a  Glee  Club.  Who 
will  ever  forget  those  evenings  in 
Memorial  House  when  Dr. 
Ketchum,  violin,  and  David,  piano, 
lulled  the  boys  of  the  Senior 
School  to  sleep!  David  Ouchterlony 
was  a  man  of  many  parts  During 
the  war  he  built  a  two  story 
chicken  house  just  north  of  the 
Campbell  Houses.  It  was  larger 
than  those  houses.  We  were 
flooded  with  chickens.  Roosters

woke  the  Wrights  up  with  their 
early  morning  salute  to  a  new  day. 
I  remember  a  meal  on  St.  Patrick's 
Day  when  we  were  served  poached 
eggs.  The  yolks  were  green  and  so 
were  many  of  the  boys  when  they 
saw  them.  David  had  fed  his 
chickens  with  grain  laced  with  a 
green  dye!  In  order  to  increase 
egg  production  the  lights  in  the 
chicken  house  shone  night  and 
day. 

While  1939  was  noted  for  ex- 
cellence in  football,  1940  gave 
S.A.C.  a  tie  for  first  place  in 
cricket.  Who  will  ever  forget  the 
game  against  U.C.C.  when  Forbes 
took  all  10  wickets  in  10.5  overs  at 
a  cost  of  only  4  runs?  Wilson  was 
outstanding  in  the  field. 

Boxing  played  an  interesting 
part  in  the  athletic  department.  A 
regulation  ring  was  erected  in  the 
gym.  Ted  Medland  was  the  winner 
of  the  75  lb.  class  in  1941. 

Mrs.  Wright  arrived  at  the  school 
that  year  and  immediately  started 
the  Primary  department  known 
affectionately  as  the  Infantry.  Four 
boys,  Derek  Shenstone  age  5  and 
his  brother  Brian  along  with  Len 
Franceschini  and  Billy  Cork,  were 
installed  in  the  southeast  corner  of 
the  Lower  School  dining  room. 
The  College  spared  no  expense  in 
establishing  this  department  - 
Connie's  yearly  salary  $170.  Her 
husband  received  $1,400.  The 
Wrights  felt  they  were  on  easy 
street.  When  I  bought  a  Cadillac  it 
was  suggested  by  those  in  high 
authority  that  I  should  get  rid  of  it 
lest  the  parents  felt  that  the  staff 
was  being  overpaid! 


In  the  early  40's  the  school  pro- 
duced many  outstanding  boys 
both  in  academics  and  games.  One 
of  those  must  be  remembered, 
namely,  Pat  Davis,  Head  Prefect 
1941.  He  was  a  member  of  five 
first  teams  in  that  year  and  O.C. 
the  Cadet  Corps.  Speaking  of  the 
Cadet  Corps  -  did  you  know  that 
the  Jaguar  skin,  worn  by  the  Bass 
Drummer,  was  shot  in  India  by 
Mr.  Teddy  Roosevelt  and  presented 
to  the  Hewitt  family  of  S.A.C. 
fame. 

In  the  Spring  of  1942  the 
Headmaster  was  appointed 
Director  of  Studies  at  Royal  Roads 
Naval  College  at  Esquimalt,  B.C. 
Mr.  J.C.  Garrett  was  appointed 
acting  Headmaster.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  were  scholars.  He  was  a 
Rhodes  Scholar  and  she  was  a 
graduate  of  the  Universities  of 
New  Zealand  and  Oxford.  Miss 
de  Vigne,  Lower  School  Matron, 
retired  that  year  as  did  Miss 
Hudson,  Nurse,  and  George 
Tottenham,  Head  of  French  and 
Dramatics.  Mr.  Basil  Cloclough 
was  appointed  Head  of  Modern 
Languages  and  Mr.  Allan  Bricknell 
arrived  to  teach  Mathematics  and 
Science.  I  wonder  who  the  boys 
were  who  wired  an  explosive  to 
the  engine  of  the  former's  car. 
When  he  started  it,  the  hood  of 
the  engine  was  blown  several  feet 
into  the  air.  Mr.  Cloclough  re- 
covered eventually  from  a  nervous 
disorder. 

In  1942  the  usual  format  of 
Cadet  Corps  activity  changed.  The 
dress  uniforms  were  put  into 
storage  and  the  members  of  the 


corps  outfitted  in  khaki  drill  shirts 
and  stockings  and  shorts.  Instruc- 
tion in  the  use  of  the  303  Lee 
Enfield  rifle,  the  Bren  Gun  and 
chemical  warfare  was  offered. 
Selected  members  of  the  corps 
were  bussed  to  the  Newmarket 
Basic  Training  Centre  -  Advanced 
training  in  the  use  of  the  rifle, 
Bren  Gun  and  Gas.  The  annual 
inspection  was  moved  from  the 
Malone  (Lower)  Field  to  the  front 
quad.  Many  of  you  will  remember 
one  such  inspection.  During  the 
display  of  Gas  Drill  the  wind 
changed  direction  and  the  quad, 
the  Houses  and  the  audience  were 
covered  with  pungent  yellow 
smoke.  The  corps  disappeared  in 
clouds  of  gas  Respirators  were 
quickly  donned.  The  remainder  of 
the  inspection  was  carried  on  in 
the  gymnasium. 

The  exigencies  of  the  war 
affected  a  major  change  in  the 
dining  room.  The  waitresses  were 
dismissed  and  the  boys  took  over 
the  serving  of  the  meals.  Many  of 
us  missed  the  performance  of 
Isobel  and  her  sister  May.  Drama- 
tics have  always  played  an  impor- 
tant part  in  the  life  of  the  boys  of 
Macdonald  House  under  the  keen 
interest  of  Mr.  Ives.  He  wrote  the 
play,  Henry  VIII.  Donald  Davis 
starred  as  the  King. 

The  Macdonald  House  dining 
room  was  reopened  in  1943.  En- 
rollment stood  at  56.  After  evening 
study  each  boy  received  a  glass  of 
milk  and  a  cookie.

Kenneth  George  McKenzie 
1892  -  1964 


Professor  Morley  is  preparing  K.  G. 
McKenzie's  biography  for  the  Hannah 
Institute  of  the  History  of  Medicine. 
He  will  be  grateful  for  any  informa- 
tion about  McKenzie  from  S.A.C. 
Alumni  or  other  readers  of  this  article. 
His  address  is  P.O.  Box  58,  Claremont, 
Ontario,  L0H1E0. 

The  memory  of  K.G.  McKenzie 
should  be  honoured  at 
St.  Andrew's  College  because  he 
was  the  pioneer  of  Canadian 
neurosurgery,  the  first  to  establish 
the  specialty  in  the  country. 

He  returned  from  the  trenches 
on  the  Western  Front  in  World 
War  I  to  take  up  an  appointment 
as  resident  intern  in  Boston  to 
Harvey  Cushing,  the  father  of 
modern  American  neurosurgery. 
This  led  directly  to  a  position  on 
the  Toronto  General  Hospital  staff 
and  the  University  of  Toronto  in 
1923  as  neurosurgeon.  He  used  to 
say,  somewhat  mischievously,  that 
it  wasn't  until  Professor  Archibald 
saw  him  perform  a  brain  operation 
at  the  Toronto  General  Hospital 
that  Archibald  decided  to  create  a 
neurological  institute  at  McGill 
University,  U  of  T's  great  rival. 
Archibald  was  McGill's  Professor 
Surgery.  The  result  of  this  deci- 
sion was  the  appointment  of 
Wilder  Penfield  to  McGill's  medi- 
cal faculty  and  the  founding  of  the 
famous  Montreal  Neurological 
Institute. 

McKenzie's  father,  Alexander  F. 
McKenzie,  practised  medicine  in 
Monkton,  Ontario,  where  Kenneth 
attended  primary  school.  Medicine 
must  have  been  a  natural  career 
choice  for  the  son  of  the  practi- 
tioner who  became,  according  to 
the  Alameda  Times  Star  of  4 
October  1951,  the  "oldest  prac- 
ticing physician  in  the  British 
Empire",  and  who,  "on  the  occa- 
sion of  his  65th  year  of  practice 


last  year... was  signally  honored  by 
his  colleagues,  by  the  King  and 
Queen,  and  by  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  (sic)  of  Canada." 

In  1905  Kenneth  graduated  from 
elementary  school  in  Monkton 
and  was  accepted  into  S.A.C. 
where  he  eventually  earned  a  First 
in  General  Proficiency  and  Second 
Class  Honors.  In  his  final  year  at 
S.A.C.  he  played  in  the  2nd  rugby 
team  and  the  first  cricket  XI.  He 
was  beaten  in  the  featherweight 
(115  lb.)  boxing  division  but  won 
at  wrestling.  S.A.C's  reputation  in 
wrestling  was  at  its  peak  in  those 
years.  In  1908  "Dutch"  Bollard 
was  "the  youngest  schoolboy  ever 
to  achieve  so  great  a  success  as 
coming  second  in  the  Canadian 
Wrestling  Championship,  winning 
the  silver  medal  of  the  SAAU." 
(Review.  Easter  1908.  p.37.) 
McKenzie  carried  his  athletic  ability 
to  U  of  T  where  he  captained  the 
senior  medical  rugby  team  the 
year  it  won  the  Mulock  Cup,  and 
he  became  intercollegiate  bantam 
weight  wrestling  champion  in  his 
second  year. 

The  group  photograph  of  the 
1909  S.A.C.  cricket  XI  shows 
McKenzie  gently  lounging  and 
looking  with  a  detached  gaze  into 
the  distance.  You  will  not  see  the 
macho  pose  so  often  affected  in 
school  and  college  photographs  of 
that  era.  The  later  photograph 
(reproduced  here)  when  he  was  at 
the  zenith  of  his  neurosurgical 
career  gives  the  same  impression 
of  modest  amiability.  What  neither 
picture  revealed  was  his  ruthless 
application  to  the  mastery  of  a 
skill,  whether  professional  or 
recreational.  He  became,  by 
general  consent  of  those  who  had 
worked  with  him,  the  most  dex- 
terous of  all  brain  surgeons.  A 
magician,  economical  of  move- 


ment, sure  of  the  next  step,  un- 
faltering and  unflappable.  He 
applied  the  same  qualities  to  fly 
fishing  and  golf,  becoming  expert 
in  each  —  so  expert,  in  fact,  that 
he  earned  a  place  on  the  Canadian 
Seniors  Golf  Team.  These  personal 
qualities  attracted  neurosurgical 
trainees  to  whom  McKenzie  was  a 
patient  and  dedicated  teacher.  The 
first  generation  of  Canadian 
neurosurgeons  came  from  his 
stable. 

He  contributed  articles  on 
neurosurgery  to  the  leading  jour- 
nals. They  were  important  and 
well- received  in  their  day,  but, 
like  most  clinical  papers,  have 
been  overtaken  by  the  progress  of 
discovery.  He  was  never  an  intel- 
lectual in  the  pejorative  sense;  at 
S.A.C,  unlike  some  of  his  con- 
temporaries, he  did  not  contribute 
bright,  clever  articles  to  the 
Review.  There  were  no  portents  of 
a  maturing  literary  brilliance.  In 
his  professional  writings  he  held 
to  the  disciplined  surgical  line  and 
avoided,  in  later  life,  recording 
artless  diversions  and  ruminations 
beloved  of  a  few  senior  clinicians. 

His  death  was  as  tidy  and  con- 
trolled as  his  life.  Was  the  spartan, 
if  congenial,  life  of  a  boarder  at 
S.A.C.  the  determinant  of  his 
behaviour  in  later  years,  or  was 
the  pattern  already  laid  out  at  the 
family  doctor's  home  in  Monkton? 
His  last  illness  was  protracted.  He 
never  talked  about  it.  Eventually 
he  announced  to  his  family  that  he 
wouldn't  come  downstairs  again. 
He  stayed  in  his  bedroom  and  for 
the  first  time  he  allowed  himself 
sedation.  He  died  peacefully  four 
days  later  when  he  knew  his  time 
had  come.

Dear  Mr.  Herder, 

During  July  and  August  of  this 
past  summer  (1987),  I  had  the 
good  fortune  of  being  a  member 
of  the  Canadian  Cadet  Pipes  and 
Drums  (C.C.P.D.)  which  travelled 
to  Scotland  for  the  annual  Edin- 
burgh Military  Tattoo.  The  band 
consisted  of  20  pipers  (five  female) 
and  10  drummers  from  land,  sea 
and  air  cadet  corps  across  Canada. 

We  spent  the  month  of  July  at 
C.F.B.  London  where  most  of  our 
time  was  devoted  to  intensive  drill 
and  music  practice.  In  the  evenings 
we  often  had  an  opportunity  to 
watch  videotapes  of  past  Tattoos, 
many  of  which  involved  previous 
Canadian  contingents  organized 
by  our  commanding  officer,  Major 
A.M.  Cairns. 

Upon  arriving  in  Edinburgh,  we 
had  about  one  week  to  practice 
with  the  other  bands  before  the 
first  show.  We  joined  the  City  of 
Wellington  Pipe  Band  (from  New 
Zealand)  as  well  as  the  Pipes  and 
Drums  of  the  1st  Battalion  the 
Royal  Highland  Fusiliers,  and  the 
1st  Battalion  the  Argyle  and 


Sutherland  Highlanders,  to  form 
the  Massed  Pipes  and  Drums  for 
the  Tattoo.  The  Tattoo  ran  until 
the  end  of  August,  and  we  gave  a 
performance  each  evening  Monday 
to  Friday,  with  a  double  perfor- 
mance on  Saturdays.  We  managed 
several  day-trips  working  around 
our  Tattoo  commitments. 

All  in  all  it  was  an  unforgettable 
and  rewarding  experience  which 
both  honed  my  skills  as  a  piper, 
and  afforded  me  a  chance  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  prestigious  Edin- 
burgh Tattoo.  For  Cadet  Piping  as 
well,  the  1987  trip  to  Scotland  was 
a  first;  and  as  it  seemed  to  be  very 
successful,  I  shouldn't  be  surprised 
if  the  opportunity  should  arise 
again  for  future  pipers  and 
drummers.
